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Will We Win The Cold War?

I DOUBT IT—and this statement is in- 
tended to provide in simple and clear lang- 
uage the reason why we are not winning it. 

For sixteen years we have been fighting, 
and the communist advance is rolling mer- 
rily on. Is there at present a ground-swell 
awakening to a realization of the real peril? 
Certainly not sufficient unto the cause 
thereof. In reality the awakening is under 
the control of the enemy. 


We are losing because we are not follow- 
ing the requisite generally accepted military 
tactics which are standard practice for the 
waging of any successful war. 

Western civilization has, in this century, 
achieved the highest standard of living with 
the greatest mechanical improvements, tech- 
nological advancement and scientific know- 
how ever experienced by any people in the 
history of the world. 

It was about 1930 when Will Rogers said: 
“We are the first nation consigned to the 
poorhouse and able to drive there in our own 
autos.” Today_he. would probably say we 
are the only civilization sufficiently en- 
lightened to realize full well what we aré 
doing and that we are rushing pell-mell 
into the destruction of our nation with our 
eyes wide open. 

And why is it, since no subject has for 
so long been continuously discussed, ex- 
plained and exposed as the communist threat 
and yet it is generally claimed that the 
people generally are not fully aware of it 
and do not really understand it? 


The ignomimious fact is that we are not 
facing the issue squarely. We have been 
warned that we must cease fighting on the 
defensive, go on the offensive, grab the 
ball and carry it in the direction of our own 
goal. The all-important point is that in this 
international game of intrigue beth sides 
are directed by the same team of coaches 
and they are not on our side.

This 
militates against, and is contrary to all of 
my experience and observations on the 
subject. This is false and it is my conviction

Editors Note: Following are excerpts 
from the speéch of Hon. J. N. Mandziuk, 
Canadian’ M.P., delivered in Toronto on 
January 21, 1962, on the occasion of 
Ukraine’s 44th independence anniversary. 





“In ‘the free world one wonders why 
Ukrainians complain. Shall I tell you why? 

Because: 

I. The members of the Ukrainian Govern- 
_mernt are appointed by Moscow, carry out 
the ‘will and whims of the conquerors and 
are dismissed or liquidated by the Kremlin’s 
master of the day. 

2. Ukraine has no control over its natural 
resources. 

3. Ukraine has a Minister of Defense, but 
no army. 

4, Ukraine has a Minister of Agriculture— 
who grows more food for Russia. 

5. Ukraine has a Minister of External 
‘Affairs but no diplomatic representative in 
any country. 

6. Ukraine has a Minister of Finance but 
no currency—he is just a tax collector for 
Moscow. 

7. Ukraine’s official language is Russian. 

(Editor’s Note. The official language in 
Ukraine is Ukrainian, — but for all practi- 
cal purposes Russian is being used in the 
government of the Ukrainian S.S.R., as the 
“superior language.’’) 


IS THIS INDEPENDENCE? 
IS THIS SOVEREIGNTY? 


The Ukrainian Soviet delegation at the 
U.N. is appointed by Moscow and is .sub- 
servient to the delegation of the U.S.S.R. 
Just puppets. (1) That is why thousands 
refused to be repatriated. (2) That is why 
thousands fled at the risk of life and limb. 
(3) This is why those who found refuge in 
the free world plead on behalf of their en- 
slaved brethren and cry to high heaven for 
justice and freedom. 


Yet Ambassador Aroutunian, heading the 
Soviet Embassy in Ottawa, is reported to 
have ridiculed our P.M. for his address to 
the ethnic groups in this city.

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the land of their fathers. We all know that 
the Baltic peoples, the Lithuanians, the Poles, 
the Czechs, and the Slovaks celebrate their 
national days, they too pray for the day 
when their motherland will be liberated. 
Since the end of World War II, a world- 
wide Ukrainian movement directed towards 
winning the sympathy and support of the 
western democracies for the cause of 
Ukrainian liberty has become manifest. Is 
there hope? Are we just trying to fool our- 
selves? Is the world deaf to the pleas of 
millions? I believe there is hope in a united 
effort of all the enslaved peoples. Because: 


1. The world and Ukraine’s neighbors 
know that of the enslaved nations, Ukraine 
is the largest territorially, has the largest 
population and in natural resources is the 
wealthiest. 

2. Moscow grew into a “great. power and 
was able to subjugate other nations only 
after the complete conquest of Ukraine— 
the Czars knew that and the Red Dictators 
know that. 

3. May I repeat that after the Bolshevik 
Revolution the Reds grabbed for Ukraine 
first. Why should not other captive nations 
work hand in hand with the Ukrainian 
movement? They cannot fear a free Ukrain- 
jan State. (1) Ukrainians never had any 
territorial designs on their neighbors and 
(2) their -history is steeped in democratic 
traditions. This being so, should it not be 
in the interest of all the other enslaved 
nations to see the dismemberment of the 
Soviet Empire to the extent of seeing a free 
Ukraine? 

It is evident that the force of Ukrainian 
liberty and democracy are gathering great 
momentum. The solution of the Ukrainian 
problem is bound up with the collapse of 
not only the Red regime but in the collapse 
of Moscow as a great power, and upon that 
event depends the ultimate triumph of lib- 

erty and democracy for all nations on the 
other side of the Iron Curtain. 


mination and independence. Such a policy 
suits the Czars of the Kremlin who under 
the guise of protecting Europe against Ger- 
man militarism can continue to expand their 
colonial empire.

the threat of German militarism, 

The world now knows what a powerful 
Russia can do and is waking up. In this 
awakening, I am proud to say that Canada 
takes the lead. It. statesmen, ‘its leaders, 
have not minced words. 

Hence with the awakening will come 
sympathy and support for Ukraine’s cause. 
In the words of Rt. Hon. J. G. Diefenbaker’s 
resolution to the NATO Conference in Paris: 
“The suppression of their liberties will not 
last forever.”
